REDUCING DIETS NEED 
CAREFUL PLANNING 

Consult a doctor if you are very 
much overwe ght and do not try any 
questionable remedies. For the per- 
son who has a tendency towards 
being overweight, a littl attention 
to the diet is advised 

The amount of food eaten should 
be lessened but care should be taken 
to see that the body is supplied with 
sufficient protein, mineral matter 
and vitamins, At the same time, 
food should be eaten that will Keep 
the person from feeling hungry. 


Fewer fat foods should be used 
Avoid whipped cream, olive — oil, 
bacon, ete, and use butter very 
sparingly Smaller amounts of 
starches and sugars should be used 
The distress of hunger is best 


avoided by using bulky foods 

Eat fruits, particularly apples 
Apples supply the body with vitamins 
and mineral matter. At the same 
time they satisfy the hunger with- 
out increasing the calorie intake too 
much, Tomatoes and leafy green 
vegetables such as spinach, lettuce 
and cabbage are also recommended. 


Clear meat soups rather than 
cream soups should be used. Thase 
are low in food value but are satis- 
fying Potatoes are preferable to 


bread in reducing diets. Brown bread 
is much better than white bread be- 
cause the bran supplies the bulk
